OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Lee: 

Lee  is  fortunate  in  having  schoolhouses  that  are  unusually 
pleasant  for  children  to  spend  their  school  time.  During  the 
past  year,  these  buildings  have  been  further  improved  by  the 
painting  of  the  Center  school  outside,  and  the  construction 
of  new  steps  at  South  Lee.  All  schools  now  have  slate  black- 
boards, which  should  outlast  the  buildings. 
The  present  enrollment  is  as  follows:

Center         Mrs.  Mina  F.  Isaacson 16 

South  Mrs.  Euna  W.  Keniston 19 

There  is  some  tendency  for  parents  to  seek  approved  Junior 
High  School  training  for  their  children  at  their  own  expense 
when  the  seventh  grade  is  reached. 

Miss  Martha  Patten  took  up  the  work  of  school  nurse  this 
year.  This  type  of  health  work  has  become  indispensable  in 
our  schools,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  all  concerned.  Par- 
ents having  children  to  enter  the  first  grade  next  September 
should  plan  to  have  them  vaccinated  before  school  begins. 
Hot  lunches  have  been  introduced  at  South  Lee  and  are  prov- 
ing beneficial. 

That  the  interests  of  the  small  communities  are  not  forgot- 
ten by  the  leaders  of  education  in  our  country  is  seen  by  the 
themes  of  two  great  national  conventions  to  be  held  this  year. 
The  Department  of  Superintendence,  meeting  in  Detroit,  will 
consider  "Working  Together  for  the  Children  of  America" 
while  the  National  Education  Association,  meeting  in  Los 
Angeles  next  summer,  will  devote  its  attention  to  "Rural 
Schools."
